An Electro Magnetic Clock. —A 
tificjournal of England, describes, as among 
the most curious and useful inventions of 
modern times, an electro magnetic clock, 
made by Professor Wheatstone. The object 
of this clock is to indicate, by connexion with 
other clocks, exactly the same time in as 
many different places, distant from each oth¬ 
er, as may be required. A standard clock 
in an observatory, for example, would thus 
keep in.order another clock in each apart¬ 
ment, and that, too, with such accuracy, 
that all of them, ltowever numerous, would 
beat dead seconds audibly,with as much pre¬ 
cision as the standard astronomical lime 
piece with which they are connected. It is 
also contended that this invention need not 
be confined to observatories and large estab¬ 
lishments. “The great horologe of St. 
Paul’s might, by a suitable net-work of wires, 
or even by the existing metallic pipes of the 
metropolis, be made In command and 
regulate all the other steeple clocks ii 
the city, and even every clock within the 
precincts of its metallic bounds. When 
rail-ways and telegraphs extend from Lon¬ 
don to the remotest cities and villages, the 
sensation of time may be transmitted along 
with the elements of language, and the 
great cerebellum of the metropolis may thus 
constrain by its sympathies, and regulate 
by its power, the whole nervous system of 
the empire.”

The Cincinnati Gazette is ont in favor of a re¬ 
duction of the postage rates. The fact, that tiie 
reventte of the Post Office Department in Eng¬ 
land has been increased since the abatement of 
postage, is a weighty consideration. Ii 
country the case is a little complicated, as will be 
seen by a statement, which we presame will be j 
new to many of our readers. 

In 1833 the expenditures of the Post office in 
the Free States, were $1,005,518,72; the receipts, 
$1,092,061,00—showing an excess of the latter of] 
abont eighty-seven thousand dollars. In the 
Stare States, the same year, the expenditures were 
$1,087,670,67; the 'receipts, $603,276,42,— 
showing a deficiency in the latter of $484,394,- 
25. Thus in the Stare Slates, the expenditures 
were cighty-two thousand dollars more than in 
the Free States, while the receipts were only a 
tie more than half as much. 

In 1831, the expenditures in the two sectit 
were about equal, while the receipts in the Free 
States were $343,137,59 more than in the Slave 
Slates. 

In 1838 the cost of carrying the mail the er 
route in the Free States, 20,287,244 miles, 
$1,531,880; while in the Slave States, the cost 
of carrying it 14,318,444 miles, or nearly i 


$I,754,G42, or about two hundred and twenty- 
three thousand dollars more!

The great cost of carrying the mail

The broad fart is then apparent, that owing to 
e maintenance of the slave-system at the South, 
ere is in that section an annual deficit in the 
Post office revenue, of between five and six hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars, which lias to he made up 
by the letter-writers and newspaper readers of 
the Free States. 

What "fleet would reduction of postage have 
i this state of things? It would doubtless aug- 
ent the receipts from tho Free States—for hund¬ 
reds of thousands of letters and papers would be 

prevented by the high rales of postage. From 
the character and pursuits and wnntss of thepeo- J 
pic of these slates, nil of us know that sucl 
ould he the result. 

Would the same effect follow in the Slnvt 
States? It is doubtful. The planters and mer¬ 
chants there already use the mail generally to flu 
ir wants; so that so far ns they are 
isti the revenue frotn tHe foouth; atuTu ts^scarce¬ 
ly probable that there would be such an increased 
use of the Post office by the rest of the people, 
nakc up the deficiency. The great mass 
! tiie people of tho South are not much of a reading 
ipeople. Wc know this from th 
education, and from the small number of pe¬ 
riodicals taken there. Mr. Wise, if we n 
collect aright, boasted that there was not a new; 
paper taken in his District! 

However, we doubt not, that the greatly ii 
creased revenue in the Free States resulting from 
Auction of the Postage rates, would m< 
than compensate for the deficiency arising 
the Slave States, from the same cause. 

By the way, we may remark, that this is but one 
of the instances, in which the people of the Free 
States are virtually taxed to sustain the 
ble economy of the Slave-Labor system.

The improved patent felt manufactured by 
Messrs. P- McNeil & Do., Lamb’s Buildings, 
Bunhill Botv, London, for roofing churches, • 
houses, outbuildings, etc., is likely from its 
cheapness, lightness, security, and durabili¬ 
ty, to supersede the use of slates, tiles, 
thatch, etc., altogether. We are informed 
that it is a warm, water-tight, and very dura¬ 
ble article. Mr. Ingram, the respected min¬ 
ister of Unst, writes as follows: — 

Edinburgh, June 8, 1843. 

“From experience had of composition 
toofs in the Shetland Islands, I have no hesi¬ 
tation in recommending, to your committee a 
covering of paper, tar, and sand, as an ex¬ 
cellent substitute for slate, and as combining 
in a remarkable degree, the properties of 
lightness, tightness, cheapness, and dura¬ 
bility. There is not the least fear of a roof 
of this sort giving the utmost satisfaction, 
it the work be well executed. The parish 
church of Unst, a large building, containing 
from 11 to 1200 sittings, lias a roof of this 
description, which has stood for fifteen or 
sixteen years, and seems now as good as 
when it was put on. The heavy gales of 
wind, and falls of rain, are much felt in 
those islands, and there are few slate roofs 
that do not occasionally give canse of com¬ 
plaint; yet, though the church stands in -sp— 
bare, exposed sitaation, and the rain has oc¬ 
casionally found its way through other parts 
of the building, I am not aware that one 
drop ever penetrated through the compesi- 
' in roof.” 

Mr. Ingram adds, that thepapcrshouldbe 
double, and that canvass or packsheel is con- 
sidcred'preferabie to paper. In confirmation 
of these views, the committee have a com¬
